Qualifications 

In order to vote in Greenbelt, 
and to be registered with Prince 
George’s County, one must be a 
citizen of the United States of 
America; at least 18 years of age 
as of November 2, 1999; domi- 
ciled within the corporate limits 
of the City of Greenbelt as of the 
date of registration; not convicted 
more than once of an infamous 
crime and not currently under a 
sentence imposed pursuant to a 
conviction of an infamous crime 
(direct questions to the election 






office, 301-952-3270); and not 
under guardianship for mental 
disability. 

Election of Council 

The five candidates each re- 
ceiving at least 40 percent of the 
total number of votes cast and 
highest number of votes cast will 
be elected. If fewer than five 
candidates receive at least 40 per- 
cent of votes cast, a runoff elec- 
tion will be held in November. 
Twice as many as there are posi- 
tions to be filled will be submit- 
ted to the voters. In more than 
20 years this has not been neces- 
sary. 

Greenbelt does not have provi- 
sions for election of the mayor or 
mayor pro tem by the electorate. 
At the organizational meeting on 
the Monday following the elec- 
tion, newly elected council will

elect the mayor and mayor pro 
tem. Traditionally, the new council 


has elected the highest vote getter 


to be mayor and second highest 
vote getter to be mayor pro tem for 
the ensuing two-year term.

Robert S. Auerbach 

Born in New York City in 
1919, Bob Auerbach received a 
B.A. in 1948 from New York 
University, where he majored in 
government; an M.A. in library 
science in 1956 from Peabody. 
He was a librarian for 38 years 
and for 12 years director and 
cataloger, Capital Library Ser- 
vice, with an office in Roosevelt 
Center. He was on the faculty 
of the University of the District 
of Columbia for 15 years, and 
retired in 1987. He served as 
volunteer librarian for the World 
Hunger Education Service. 

Auerbach was second vice 
president of Center School PTA 
in 1973. In 1963, he helped 
found Greenbelt Citizens for 
Fair Housing, which helped es- 
tablish the Community Relations 
Advisory Board. He was active 
in the Prince George’s Charter 
Committee. In the 1960s he 
was a founder of the Greenbelt 
Peace Committee. 

Auerbach helped to establish 
the New Deal Café and was an 
original supporter of the 
Greenbelt Cultural Arts Center. 
He encouraged his daughter to 
take part in plays. 

For 14 years he has been ac- 
tive in the Peace and Social 
Concerns Committee of the 
Adelphi Friends (Quakers) 
Meeting. Presently he is chair 
of the Greenbelt Greens and 
state chair of the Maryland 
Green Party. Formerly he was 
secretary of Columbia Toastmas- 
ters. He is now a member of 
Spring Speakers Toastmasters. 
He has resided in Green Ridge 
House for five years. He for- 
merly served on the GHI Fi- 
nance and Resale Committees. 
He collected signatures to bring 
the Parkside issue to a referen- 
dum and campaigned for a “no” 
vote to preserve Greenbelt and 
Greenbelt Park. He has actively 
opposed the Intercounty Con- 
nector. Currently he is active 
on the Committee to Conserve 
and Restore Indian Creek 
(CCRIC). 

Auerbach is a member of the 
American Library Association, 
American Political Science As- 
sociation, Center for Voting and 
Democracy, National Civic 
League and Vegetarian Society 
of D.C. He is in: Who’s Who 
in American Politics; in the 
East, and will be in the America 
Millennial Edition. 

Alan Turnbull 

Alan Turnbull is a native 
Prince Georgian who first came 
to Greenbelt as a student at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 
Alan and Wendy have made a 
home here for nine years — first 
in University Square apartments, 
and currently in a GHI home on 
Ridge Road. Daughter Barbara 
is 14 months old. 

Turnbull works as a planner 
for the National Park Service in 
Washington. In the agency’s 
Rivers and Trails Conservation 
Assistance program, he works 
with an 80-persor nationwide 
effort that helps communities 
identify their natural and cul- 
tural assets and devise ways to 
protect them from development. 


Before being elected to the © 


City Council two years ago, 
Turnbull was active in Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. (GHI), a 1600-unit 


housing cooperative with a $7 


million annual budget. He 
served the GHI community as 
president and vice-president 
while on the Board, and also 


was elected to the Audit Com- 
mittee. He has served on the 
City’s Advisory Planning Board, 
was a member and chair of the 
Greenbelt Recycling Advisory 
Committee, and was instrumen- 
tal in founding the Greenbelt 
Bicycle Coalition. In addition, 
Alan and Wendy were among 
the initial founders of the New 
Deal Café. 

Turnbull is a gubernatorial- 
appointee to the Maryland Heri- 
tage Areas Authority, a State 
commission that administers a 
program to conserve and pro- 
mote historic and natural re- 
source areas managed by local 
governments. (Greenbelt is part 
of one such area, the Anacostia 
Trails Heritage Area, currently 
taking shape in northern Prince 
George’s.) 

Turnbull has volunteered per- 
sonal time and effort on re- 
gional issues including opposi- 
tion to the USDA Sunnyside 
project; the defeat of the Inter- 
county Connector; and as an 
environmental representative on 
a county task force examining 
ways to manage growth and 
economic development in 
Prince George’s County. 

Graduating with honors from 
the University of Maryland, 


College Park in 1987, Turnbull 


earned a bachelor’s degree in 
geography and won _ that 
department’s Anderson Award. 
His hobbies (prior to fatherhood 
and the City Council) included 
bicycling, backpacking, home 
improvement, gardening and 
playing the mandolin and bass.

possible costs of three different 
designs or “scenarios” and the 
degree of impact of each on 
area wetlands and floodplains. 
To report on these two follow- 
up studies was the purpose of 
the September 15 meeting. 

The study was called “final,” 
as Max Azizi, SHA’s regional 
planner explained, because his 
agency had no authority to con- 
tinue until two further approv- 
als,occurred: completion of the 
Sectional Map Amendment plan 
showing the need for such an 
interchange and the plan’s ap- 
proval by the county council, 
then the subsequent placing of 
Beltway access to. the 
Metroland project on the 
county’s and state’s priority 
lists for road improvements. 

The study did not look at 
traffic impacts on local road- 
ways nor whether the options 
were environmentally feasible. 
Both these issues lay beyond 
the scope of the assignment 
given to SHA by WMATA, 
which had authorized the study. 

Both Scenarios | and 2, as 
the road designs were called, 
would provide a connection to 
the new USDA headquarters off 
Sunnyside Avenue on the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center property. Scenario 3 
would offer access only to the 
Metro property inside the 
Beltway. Not including rights- 
of-way acquisition, construction 
costs for the three designs were 
estimated at about $15 million 
for Scenario 3, $20 million for 
Scenario 2, and $40 million for 
Scenario |. 

The degree of environmental 
impact of the three options is 
in reverse order to their esti- 
mated costs — one acre of 
wetlands and three of flood- 
plain being affected in Scenario 


1, two acres of wetlands and 
five of floodplain in Scenario 
2, and three acres of wetlands 
and five of floodplain in Sce- 
nario 3. 

How long would it take to 
move from the point of autho- 
rization of the highway project 
to its completion? asked one 
person present. Azizi sug- 
gested a range of from seven to 
ten years — two to three for 
the planning process, two to 
three for the engineering stud- 
ies, One year to 18 months for 
acquisition of rights-of-way, 
and two years for construction. 

SMA Task Force Meeting 

Since the SHA study results 
had been announced only that 
morning, program moderator 
Joe Chang of the planning staff 
called on transportation expert 
Harold Foster at the beginning 
of the evening meeting to sum- 
marize the SHA conclusions 
concerning Beltway access. 
When Foster passed along 
Azizi’s estimate that construc- 
tion of road access to the prop- 
erty might take a decade, some 
wag in the audience shouted 
out, “Unless it’s a road for a 
stadium!” Then someone else 
answered, “Maybe they should 
have spent more time on plan- 
ning.” Since the gridlock fol- 
lowing the first Redskins game 
had just occurred, everyone at 
the meeting roared in recogni- 
tion of the pertinence of the 
comment. 

Greenbelt City Council- 
member Rodney Roberts de- 
plored the creation of road ac- 
cess to the Metro site in the 
first place. If the purpose of 
the proposed development was 
to increase Metro ridership, he 
felt a design making it easier 
for more cars to enter the area 
was self-defeating. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White expressed particular con- 
cern about the potential envi- 
ronmental impact of the three 
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road-design scenarios, the high 


costs involved, and the increase 
in traffic on the nearby residen- 
tial streets. Assessing these 
possibilities, he said that the 
decision of the SMA task force 
concerning Beltway access to 
the site should be “negative.” 

A gasp from many in the 
group followed his pronounce- 
ment. Chip Reed voiced spe- 
cial frustration. He recalled 
that he had worked with the 
task force since it was first or- 
ganized and that ever since the 
first charrette, the special sym- 
bol indicating road access had 
been placed directly on the 
Beltway on the working map 
accepted by the task force par- 
ticipants. 

Greenbelt Mayor Judith 
Davis confirmed this under- 
Standing. She referred to a 
particular section of the April 
draft of the Sector Plan and 
Sectional Map Amendment that 
the group had adopted. This 
includes in bold type the state- 
ment that the plan “reaffirms 
the placement of a full inter- 
change symbol” and its loca- 
tion described as the point on 
the Beltway opposite the 
Greenbelt station site. If 
Beltway access is not ap- 
proved, the entire planning pro- 
cess for the Metro tract would 
have to begin all over again 
with a wholly different con- 
cept, she noted. 

“Weave Factor” 

Summarizing the steps still 
ahead if road access is to be 
gained for the future Greenbelt 
Station, county planner Monty 
Kolste listed the following, 
which he characterized as “the 
weave factor”: completion of 
the Sectional Map Amendment, 
its submission to the Prince 
George’s County Council, and 
their approval and adoption of 
the plan. Then the council and 
county executive must place 
this. particular road construction 


project at the top of the 
county’s priority list and must 
transmit this intention by letter 
to the governor and state legis- 
lature. These state officials, in 
turn, must place the project 
near the top of Maryland’s list 
of priority road projects. 

At that point, as Azizi had 
said in the morning meeting, 
the State Highway Administra- 
tion would receive the go-ahead 
from the Department of Trans- 
portation to begin project de- 
sign, which would in turn begin 
the estimated decade to bring it 
to completion. 

Rezoning 

Another example of the ser- 
pentine interrelationships among 
various parties in the develop- 
ment process had been brought 
to the attention of the county 
planning staff, as they acknowl- 
edged, by Terri Hruby, the 
city’s community planner. 

The draft plan recommended 
three new zoning categories to 
accommodate the special uses 
of the land involved in the 
Metroland proposal. One new 
zone — M-U-MC, or Mixed 
Use Metro Center — would 
characterize the area near the 
Metro station as “pedestrian-ori- 
ented, mixed-use, multi-modal 
and environmentally sensitive.” 
A second zone — T-V, or Tran- 
sit Village — calls for ‘a rede- 
veloped, compact residential 


community near the Metro sta- 


tion.” 

Finally, a Commercial Corri- 
dor Overlay zone (C-C-O) 
would, according to the draft, 
“Channel public and private in- 
vestment” in order to “repair 
and refurbish” existing side- 
walks, alleys, signs, facades, 
landscaping features, and other 
decaying aspects of the present 
Greenbelt Road commercial 
corridor. 

The problem with citing 
these zones on the SMA plan 
for the county council to ap-

The.cart is before the horse. 
The SMA plan cannot be used © 
as a tool in a zoning ordinance, 
as Kolste acknowledged. First, 
a member of the council would 
have to introduce these new 
zoning categories in the form 
of an ordinance, which the 
council would then have to 
pass. Only then could the 
SMA plan recommend them.

elementary principal Kathy 
Curl was hostess/moderator. 

Dr. Metts, who has promised 
to visit all the schools, said she 
hoped to be instrumental in 
bringing about a renaissance in 
the school system, so that it will 
be seen as one of the best in the 
state. For this to happen it takes 
a belief in excellence, she said. 
The biggest problem is that al- 
though the teachers have always 
believed that Prince George’s 
County schools were good, there 
was a general opinion that they 
weren't that good. There is a 
need to restore that belief in ex- 
cellence and a faith in the 
schools, she added. 

Dr. Metts pointed out those ar- 
eas that she will target: interven- 
tion, improving discipline and 
bringing the schools back to the 
children and teachers. 

Reading Intervention 

By intervention Dr. Metts said 
she would like to see all children 
get an early start in learning. 
She proposed giving all children 
an opportunity to enroll in a 
Head Start program. 

She would like to see all chil- 
dren able to read by third grade. 
The ability to read, she empha- 
sized, is the key to a good educa- 
tion. For those who might need 
extra help to attain this goal, she 
would propose special summer 
school classes. 

Non-readers tend to create dis- 
cipline problems when they fall 
behind. In the state of Delaware 
(where she had lived), she said, 
95% of the people incarcerated 
are non-readers. 

Make use of volunteers, she 
urged; 10,000 volunteers are 
needed. “Use people in the 
churches, use people in the busi- 
ness community...” 

Improving Discipline 

To improve discipline, Dr. 
Metts would prefer to see in- 
school suspensions used along 
with time-out periods. Suspend- 
ing children from school means 
they are absent and not learning 
anything, she pointed out. By 
using in-school suspension not 
only are we making it possible 
for a teacher to teach in the 
classroom, she said, but children 
who still need support have aca- 
demics even while they are being 
disciplined. She would also like 
to see more use of time-out peri- 
ods as a help with discipline 
problems. Smaller classes are 
needed to help alleviate discipline 
problems. More teachers will 
then be needed and, to be able to 
have more teachers, more money 
will be necessary. 

Using Schools for Children 

Dr. Metts proposed moving 
administrative offices out of 
school buildings to give the build- 
ings back to the “kids and teach- 
ers.” She would use office build-

ings for offices when possible. 
She would like to see each 
teacher have a phone in the class- 
room that would enable the 
teachers to have ready contact 
with parents. 

‘“‘We must treat our people bet- 
ter,” she said. “We need to treat 
staff as a precious commodity.” 

All of these things won't hap- 
pen tomorrow, she cautioned. 
What she offered is a vision of 
what can and will be. “By tak- 
ing one day at a time, we can 
move the system forward,” she 
said. “We need to show some 
successes for people to believe it 
will happen. We need to raise 
test scores.” Test scores are not 
the only way to show improve- 
ment, however. She and the staff 
are also accountable, she said. 
Dr. Metts has found the school 
board to be very supportive. “It 
will take all of us working to- 
gether for the sake of the young 
people,” she added. . 

School Programs 

After her talk, Dr. Metts lis- 
tened to an impressive presenta- 
tion from the representatives from 
some of the District 2 schools 
(five or six from each school). 
Schools listed crisis intervention 
programs, technology programs, 
TAG classes (Talented and 
Gifted) being integrated into the 
classrooms as were some special 
education programs — aerospace 
program, Russian exchange stu- 
dent program, and many, many 
more. Unfortunately time ran out 
and not all schools were able to 
make their presentations. Dr. 
Metts promised to visit those 
schools who had not made pre- 
sentations first and listen to their 
presentations. 

The schools in District 2 are 
Catherine T. Reed, Gaywood, 
Greenbelt, Hyattsville, Magnolia, 
Paint Branch, Riverdale, and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
Schools; Greenbelt, Hyattsville, 
Nicholas Orem, Robert Goddard 
and William Wirt Middle 
Schools, and Duval and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High Schools.

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New Programs Are Added at Greenbelt Elementary 


This year Greenbelt Elemen- 
tary School (GES) has received 
funding that will enable the 
school to offer some new pro- 
grams in the areas of math, lan- 

guage arts, social studies and 
technology. The school is now 
one of a select group of schools 
that have been awarded a Tech- 
nology in Maryland Schools 
Grant (TIMS) by the Maryland 
State Department of Education. 
This will provide funding for ad- 
ditional high-end Pentium com- 
puters, software and staff training 
to allow the use of the Internet 
resources to infuse technology 
into the curriculum with a special 
emphasis on improving student 
performance on the Maryland 
School Performance Assessment 
Program (MSPAP). 

Greenbelt Elementary has also 
received a Technology Literacy 
Challenge Fund Grant (TLCF) 
that will target one class each at 
the third and the fifth grade lev- 
els, emphasizing math and social 
studies activities using technology 
and Internet resources. At GES 
this will be extended to the other 
TAG classes in grades 2, 4 and 6. 
These two grants as well as Title 
I funding are providing the 
school with a T-1 line, laptops for 
one teacher in grade 3 and 5, a 
SyncMail message system and 
two Internet connected patron use 
stations in the Media Center that 
allow students to access Internet 
encyclopedias, as well as educa- 
tional websites. 

A donation by Lockheed Mar- 
tin of 47 Internet ready 
Macintosh IIci computers will en- 
able the school to put their larg- 
est computer lab “on-line” and 
place the Dell 
computers from the Jostens lab in 
the upper grades, replacing the 
old IBM Model 25s. Another 
Pentium Internet lab will be set 
up in the library and Macintosh

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School Crowding, Teachers 
And Boundaries Worry ACE

Shifting boundary lines of 
magnet school districts, over- 
crowded schools, and teacher cer- 
tification were the topics when 
Greenbelt’s School Board Repre- 
sentative Jim Henderson attended 
the Aug. 24 Advisory Committee 
on Education (ACE) meeting. 

By talking to William Green 
in the Office of Pupil Accounting 
and School Boundaries, 
Henderson learned that within 
two weeks after school begins the 
dividing line between Oakcrest 
and Glenarden Woods Elementary 
Schools may shift, and children 
may be moved. Depending on 
the teacher-to-pupil count made 
on Sept. 30, teachers may also be 
reassigned on Oct. 15. 

On the overcrowding issue, 
Henderson said that Berwyn 
Heights Elementary School opens 
in 2002, Oakcrest and Springhill 
Lake Elementary Schools’ over- 
flow should be somewhat allevi- 
ated. Henderson then went on to 
clarify an apparent misunderstand- 
ing concerning changes in door-to- 
door magnet school busing. 

He explained that if only one 
magnet student lives on a street, 
the student will be picked up at 
the door. If several students live 
on a street, the bus will make 
only one stop. — 

When Clement Lau, a visitor 
at the meeting, raised the ques- 
tion of teacher certification, 
Henderson said the percentage of 
fully certified teachers in Prince 
George’s County is unknown at 
this time. However, he said Dr. 
Iris T. Metts, the new Prince 
George’s County School Superin- 
tendent, is serious in her attempt 
to reach her 100 percent certifica- 
tion goal. Even teachers who are 
certified in other states but not in 
Maryland were not hired in Prince 
George’s County this summer. 

Henderson said he is encour- 
aged by the appointment of 
Metts. “She was hired to make 
changes, and she takes her charge 
seriously. In an attempt to bal- 
ance the budget, she is cutting 
excess positions in the adminis- 
tration. She is attempting to get 
parents involved in the schools, 
and aims to improve the MSPAP 
test scores.’

The committee’s financial goal 
is to present scholarships to the 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
ACE Award winners using only 
the interest on the fund rather 
than dipping into the principal. 

Mayor Judith Davis, a guest at 
the ACE meeting, commented 
that schools ask Greenbelters to 
collect various items for fund 
raisers but fail to remind the pub- 
lic where the items should be do- 
nated. The committee agreed to 
create a List of Collectibles by 
school program and make it 
available to the public.

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“A Streetcar Named Desire”’ 
Is True to Original Script

A wonderful set, a passionate 
cast, and a performance honoring 
the playwright’s complete work— 
including controversial lines and 
scenes — are the trademark of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center’s (GAC) 
adaptation of “A Streetcar Named 
Desire” by Tennessee Williams. : 

This Pulitzer Prize winning 
classic premiered on December 3, 
1947 in New York, directed by 
Elia Kazan. Nowadays the play is 
best known for its movie version, 
which followed in 1951. Kazan 
also directed the movie, which 
won several Academy Awards as 
well as the New York Film Critics 
Award. 

The movie’s cast was almost 
identical to the play’s, with the 
lead role of Blanche DuBois the 
only alteration, with Vivian Leigh 
replacing Jessica Tandy. 

Although the movie truly is a 
gem, it lacked many controversial 
subjects with which Williams’ 
play is saturated. Among others, 
Kazan had to edit the play for is- 
sues such as sexual identity, 
sexual orientation, rape, and alco- 
holism in order to get the film re- 
leased. Thus, some of the play’s 
essential lines and scenes were ei- 
ther omitted or changed. 

Randy Barth, who directed 
“Streetcar” for GAC, presents the 
play in its original form, omitting 
nothing. (Let this be a hint to par- 
ents who consider taking their 
young children.) This not only 
contributes to the audience’s un- 
derstanding of the work but con- 
firms that the play remains 
thought-provoking to this date. 

The plot surrounds protagonist 
Blanche DuBois  (Sheilah 
Crossley-Cox), a woman in her 
thirties who fails repeatedly to 
find what she desires most: the 
unconditional love of another hu- 
man being. After her most recent 
personal misfortune, Blanche vis- 
its her sister Stella (Morgan Klug) 
and Stella’s husband, Stanley 
Kowalski (Chris Zanardi) in New 
Orleans. 





Little does Stella know about 
Blanche’s alcoholism and other 
private problems. The increasing 
antagonism between Blanche and 
Stanley, fostered by a class war 
that the two are mercilessly fight- 
ing, ultimately leads to the play’s 
tragedy, 

A magnificent set by Mary 
Seng and Bob Thompson cap- 
tures the mood of Williams’ 
play. Set in a New Orleans 
working-class quarter, the set 
includes a beautifully painted 
backdrop for the play’s street 
scenes. The issue of privacy, 
which surfaces throughout the 
play, is appropriately character- 
ized by Seng and Thompson’s 
design of Stanley’s small apart- 
ment, whose “rooms” are sepa- 
rated by a thin curtain. 

Barth cast a wonderful actor 
to play the lead role. Sheilah 
Crossley-Cox delivers a remark- 
able Blanche whose self esteem 
diminishes as she drowns her 
misery in alcohol. Crossley-Cox 
shows the nuances of her 
character’s faults, strengths, and 
passions, while making her nei- 
ther pathetic nor evil. 

Chris Zanardi convincingly 
communicates Stanley’s desire 
to possess his wife in body and 
soul. A scene everyone remem- 
bers from the movie shows 
Zanardi at his best — as a very 
intoxicated Stanley who screams 
with demanding intensity for his 
wife “S T ELL A!” Some- 
times, however, Zanardi 
struggles with his portrayal of 
this eccentric character. First-

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A Review 


Local One-Act Festival 
Features Comedies, Drama

Three comedies and an inten- 
tionally disturbing drama 
pleased and surprised a full 
house at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center’s One-Act Festival on 
August 20. This year’s plays 
were “The Diesel DeLite” by 
Carnegie Mellon’ graduate 
Kathryn O’Sullivan; “Hidden in 
This Picture” by Aaron Sorkin, 
who won much praise for his 
screenplay “A Few Good Men” 
with Jack Nicholson; “Sup- 
pressed Desires” by Pulitzer 
Prize winner Susan Glaspell; 
and “In The Penal Colony” by 
James Riordon, who adapted his 
play from a short story by Franz 
Kafka. Karen Munson, the pro- 
ducer, introduced each piece 
with dramaturgical notes to ease 
the audience into the different 
performances. 

“The Diesel DeLite” 

The festival started with a re- 
freshing comedy, written and di- 
rected by Greenbelter 
O’Sullivan. “The Diesel 
DeLite,” set in a Virginia diner 
on Independence Day, evolves 
around the love affair between 
the waitress Sally (Helen Quick) 
and “cowboy” Johnny (Patrick 
Tansor) — a young man re- 
cently released from prison. In 
the course of the play, Johnny 
reveals to Sally that his true 
motivation for stealing from the 
diner’s cash register (for which 
he was convicted) was to buy 
her anKigagement ring. 

O’Sullivan succeeded in con- 
veying both love and tension be- 
tween her characters. Quick and 
Tansor were convincing as a 
couple in love, showing their 
feelings both physically and ver- 
bally. Their costumes cleverly 
combined the colors red, white, 
and blue (Quick in a skin tight 
red dress and Tansor in a shirt 
actually a little too white since 
his character was quite a slob, 
and blue jeans). The lovers’ 
confidants, Big Daddy (Ray 
Flynt) and Opal (Carla B. 
Howard), perfected the en- 
semble. | 

“Hidden in This Picture” 

The next comedy, “Hidden in 
This Picture,” had a great night 
on stage. This witty play mocks 
commercial movie making by 
satirizing the conversation of a 
young director (David Schultz) 
and his screenwriter (lan 
Blackwell Rogers) during the 
last takes of their collaborative 
film. 

The noteworthy performers in 
this play, directed by John 
Degnan, timed their lines per- 
fectly to elicit audience’s laugh- 
ter. Rogers, in particular, was 
outstanding. Other spirited cast 
members were Jerry 
Khatcheressian and Helen 
Quick. Quick presented her ver- 
satility by changing from the 
extroverted, seductive Sally in 
the previous play, to an inse- 
cure, modest Karen in this one. 

““Supressed Desires” 

“Suppressed Desires,” di- 
rected by Leigh Green-Catterton, 
the last of the evening’s com- 
edies, was voted the audience 
favorite during the course of the 
festival. Written in 1918, the 
play is a satire on Freud’s work 
on “The Interpretation of 
Dreams” and his findings about 
the human subconscious. 


Henrietta (Tamara S. Rose), a 
firm believer in Freud’s writ- 


ings, convinces her husband, 


‘Stephen (G. Alvarez Reid), and 


her sister Mabel (Erika 
Michelle Rose) to see a psy- 
choanalyst to cure their “sup- 
pressed desire.” Once 
Henrietta parts with psychoana- 
lytical theory and begins to 
trust her common sense, how- 
ever, nothing stands in the way 
of a happy ending. 

Green-Catterton did a re- 
markable job in directing her 
ensemble, especially if one 
considers that she had to part 
with one of her actors and re- 
cruit a replacement only a few 
weeks before opening night. 
While all the actors were good 
performers in this play, Erika 
Rose, the University of 
Maryland’s Distinguished Per- 
forming Scholar recipient, was 
particularly charming. She 
slipped into the character of 
naive, paranoid Mabel with 
ease, moving on stage with a 
natural grace common only to 
very talented performers. 

“In the Penal Colony” 

Last, the festival ended with 
“In The Penal Colony” — a 
drama with strong political un- 
dertones. This complicated 
play is hard to summarize. On 
the surface, it is about a radi- 
cally conservative “Com- 
mandante” who wants to per- 
suade a visitor at a penal 
colony that his form of disci- 
plining his subjects is appropri- 
ate to keep people in line. 

The playwright intended to 
comment on contemporary 
headlines such as “ethnic 
cleansing” in Kosovo as well 
as the genocide during the Ho- 
locaust. Additionally, however, 
Riordon said he hoped to im- 
press people beyond reminding 
them of past atrocities. Riordon 
wanted to provoke “ ... en- 
hanced empathy for the victims 
of self-righteous vampires like 
the Commandante. I'm sure 
they're out there, both the vic- 
tims and the villains, even if 
we don’t know their names 
yet.” 

This piece departed drasti- 
cally from the happy mood of 
the three previous comedies 
and turned the audience’s 
laughter into chilled silence. 
This was, however, by no 
means accidental. “It is my 
hope that ‘In The Penal 
Colony’ addresses complex is- 
sues in a shocking and memo- 
rable way,” explained Riordon. 
“It 1s our intention to stun 
people with this piece,” he 
said. 

The ensemble did a fine job 
doing that. The Commandante 
(Michael D. Cooney) made one 
fear human monsters; the Dig- 
nitary (Chuck Howell) persua- 
sively opposed corporal punish- 
ment and torture; the prisoner 
(David Schultz) appeared to be 
in genuine pain; and the soldier 
(Nick DaPrato) was convincing 
as a mere follower of orders. 

Although the play had a 
powerful message, it seemed 
inappropriate to end the one-act 
festival with such a serious 
work after an evening of com- 
edies devoid of political impli- 
cations. It is beneficial to 
have a balanced selection of 
dramas and comedies; but if 
this is not possible, the festival 
should at least end with a play 
representing the style of the 
majority of one-acts.
